Kennedy Sets 


4 Top Goals 


For Economy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy set four ambitious 
goals for the nation’s economy 
today and asked Congress for 
legislation to ease “the pain and 
frustration" of recessions, 
In his first Economic Report 
the President said he viewed 
1962 “with optimism but not com- 
placenacy." He predicted the U.S. 
output of goods a n d services 
would rise to a new peak of $570 
billion. 
Such an advance—$50 billion 
more than 1961—would be “an­ 
other giant stride toward full 
employment of men and ma­ 
chines," he said. But he said his 
temporary target of reducing un­ 
employment to 4 per cent of the 
labor force would have to wait 
at least until 1963 and would re­ 
quire "staggering" gains in na­ 
tional production—to $600 billion 
—incomes and corporale profits. 
Kennedy’s report drew immedi­ 
ate praise from Democrats and 
sharp criticism from Republicans. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield hailed it as a "con­ 
structive, forward-looking" plan. 
But Senate GOP Whip Thomas H. 
Kuchel said Kennedy had made 
“untenable a n d unsupportable” 
proposals to bypass Congress. 
Lists Four Goals 
The four economic goals pro­ 
claimed by Kennedy were full 
employment and sustained pros­ 
perity without inflation, a step-up 
in the nation’s economic growth, 
extension (rf equality of opportun­ 
ity, and increased American ex­ 
ports. 
Kennedy warned business and 
labor against setting off a new 
wage-price spiral toward inflation. 
He said he believed both realized 
that increased productivity was 
the way to higher real profits 
and higher wages. 
Kermit Gordon, one of Ken­ 
nedy s economic advisers, told a 
news conference there was no 
“single, clear guide" to the size 
of a non-inflationary wage rise. 
He termed “relevant" the range 
between a v e r a g e productivity 
gain* (rf 3.5 per cent a year in 
1947-54 and 2.6 per cent in 1954-60. 
Chairman Walter W. Heller said 
the President s Council of Econ- 
(Continued on Page 3, Cid.

By 6:30 p m. several hundred had 
been noted in the Morrisville area. 


The spokesman, Walter Heime, 
sanitary engineer for the depart­ 
ment (rf health, said that in late 
December an investigation reveal­ 


ed that cyanide had kilted a batch 
of fish spotted in the Delaware 
Canal ait New Hope.

Session Opens 


HARRISBURG 
(UPI) - The 
Pennsylvania legislature convened 
in special session at noon today to 
act on reapportionment of the 
state’s congressional districts. 
The slate Senate knocked off 
its regular session shortly before 
the noon hour, and Lt. Gov. John 
M. Davis banged the gavel for 
the special session. He read the 
proclamation by Gov. David L. 
Lawrence calling the special ses­ 
sion and limiting it to congres­ 
sional reapportionment. 
In the House, the session was 
convened by Speaker Hiram G. 
Andrews, LKCambria, before less 
than half of the 210 membership 
of the chamber. The proclama­ 
tion was read by Chief Clerk 
Joseph Ominsky. 
The reapportionment bill to cut 
the number of districts from 30 
to 27 was introduced in the House 
under the sponsorship of nine leg­ 
islators from both parties. It was 
referred to the House Apportion­ 
ment Committee, reported to the 
floor and was given first reading 
by that chamber. 
The committee vote clearing the 
bill wa* 14-3, with the negative 
votes cast by Republican Reps. 
Adam Bower, Northumberland; 
Eno* Horst, Franklin, and Joseph 
Holliday, of Blair County. 


ROME (UPI)—An Italian gov­ 
ernment source said today that a 
Bulgarian air force jet that crash­ 
landed near a super-secret NATO 
missile base in southern Italy 
"definitely was engaged in an es­ 
pionage mission." 
The source, who has been in 
close contact with the case since 
the jet fighter crashed Saturday, 
said there was no doubt the air­ 
craft was on a spy flight. 


An Italian government commu­ 
nique on the case is expected this 
afternoon. The source said it 
would support the charge that the 
plane was on a spy mission over 
NATO missile bases in southern 
Italy. 
Film was taken from cameras 
in the jet for processing and 
study. 
Doctors said the pilot, Milusc 
Solakov, 24, received a skull frac­ 
ture, and two fractures on his 
left forearm, and was in shock 
when he was taken from his 
plane which crashed on Saturday 
600 yards from one of the NATO 
missile bases that dot southern 
Italy. 
Solakov was allowed to sleep 
Sunday night in a hospital bed 
here after undergoing hours of 
intensive questioning to determine 
whether he was on a mission 
similar to Gary Powers’ US flight 
over Russia or if he really was 
seeking political asylum as he 
claimed. 


Sources said that if the evi­ 
dence backs up the spy theory, 
the Italian government will for­ 
mally charge Solakov with espion­ 
age. 
Legal experts in Rome said 
that under Article 257 of the 
Italian penal code, Solakov could 
be sentenced to at least 15 years 
in prison if convicted of spying. 
They said this charge could ap­ 
ply if the film in Sokalov’g cam­ 
era showed military installations. 


If the film gives no such evi­ 
dence, the experts said, Solakov 
could be sentenced to 5 years in 
prison under Italian law which 
calls for jail terms for anyone 
who enters Italian territory “clan­ 
destinely or by deception." 
The Italian government official 
ly protested Sunday to Bulgaria 
over the violation of air /(pace by 
the Communist jet. The verbal 
protest was given by the Italian 
Foreign Ministry to Krum Chria- 
tov, Bulgaria’s minister to Rome 
The Bulgarian legation in Rome 
insisted the young air force offi 
cor got caught in bad weather 
and lost his direction.

A new outbreak of trouble in 
Glenn’s “Friendship-7’* s p a c e 
capsule forced scientists to cancel 
plans lo send the 40-year-old as­ 
tronaut on his three-orbit flight 
Wednesday. 
Technicians early today discov­ 
ered difficulties in the system 
which will supply a vital flow of 
oxygen to Glenn on his 81,000- 
mile voyage of nearly five hours. 
Scientists on the $400 million 
Mercury man-in-space program 
said the three-day delay “will 
give engineers and technicians 
time to correct technical difficul­ 
ties encountered in the space­ 
craft's environmental control sys­ 
tem during pre-launch prepara­ 
tions." 
The decision to “slip" the his­ 
toric first voyage of an American 
into orbit came during a top-level 
meeting of scientists and officials 
on the Mercury program at Cape 
Canaveral.
